The general membership meeting of the 
Amateur Radio Club of El Cajon was called 
to order by club president Michael “Stogie” 
Panger, KG6J CW at 1900hrs. After the 
pledge of allegiance visitors were 
welcomed. 

SECRETARY’S REPORT: was approved as 
published. 

TREASURER’S REPORT: was given by Mike, 
N6OPH in the absence of Susan, KF6WXA. 
It was approved as read and filed for audit. 
PRESIDENT: Stogie, KG6J CW announced 
the budget figures for the 2005 budget. 
There is at least a $3726 difference 
between the expense and income. Stogie 
suggested that the dues should be 
increased from $12 to $20 for individual 
members and from $20 to $25 for family 
memberships. It was moved and seconded 
that the budget be approved. Motion was 
carried.

The increase would be 
effective immediately. Motion was carried. 
Duncan Campbell, KF61 LA presented the 
program. It talked about his and wife’s 
experiences during the typhoon of 2002 in 
Guam. 

VICE PRESI DENT: David, KG6QCO 
mentioned that Skywarn may be the 
speaker for the February meeting.
